okeeE — Owen 
Insists Upon Full 


Rights ac American Citizen. 


Washington, Fab. 28. — A highly dra- 


matic .cene, in which two senators 
•with Indian blood In their veins and 
membei s of former Indian tribes car- 
ried on an animated and acrimonious 
debate, marked the proceedings of tho 
• enato »B unusual. Senator Owen of 
Oklahoma, a. member of tho Chprokoe 
nation, sought by means ot er wordy 
battle 10 have the word "late" placed 
before he designation ot the "five civ- 
illzod t-ibes." declaring that he -want- 
ed to rscord tho death ot the old tri- 
bal reli.tions. Senator Curtis of Kan- 
sas, who Is part Kaw Indian, taunted 
his fell:w senator with tho statement 
that he was "under the control ot the 
aecreta-y ot the interior," and there 
onnuud a wordy battle that entertained 
both senators and vlaltors in the gal- 
leries. When the senate voted on the 
proposition It was against the conten- 
tion of Mr. OWen. Senntor McCreary 
of Kentucky spoks on tho currency 
till 


The nontrovorsy between Owon and 


CurttB arose in connection with tho 
consideration of the Indian bill and 
was precipitated by an effort on the 
part ot Mr. Owen to have that bill so 
axaendi d- us to recognize the citizen- 
ship ot .the flve civilized trlbos of 2n- 
dlons 1 y putting the word "late" be- 
fore th s designation and calling them 
"the h.te five civilized tribes." Mr. 
Curtis sought to Interrupt Mr. Owon 
before tho Oklahoma senator had con- 
cluded 3ls flrnt sentence. 


"But." Interposed the Kansan, "your 


properly is under the control of the 
•ecretrry of tho interior and you 


"I do not," retorted Mr, Owon. 


-Mr. (Jurtis Insisted upon his view of 
the sti tus of the Oklahoma senator. 
He did not contend that, the property 
of the senator from Oklahoma aside 
from that owned as a member of tho 
Cherokee tribe of Indians was under 
tne secretary, bu that his tribal prop- 
erty w;is. "I think you ought not to bo 
under • ontrot ot tho secretary, but you 
are," ho said. 


"I ag ree," quickly replied Mr. Owen, 


"with i he senator from Kansas that I 
ought 'iot to be. I disagree with him 
that I am." 


Sena -.or Carter came to the rescue 


and attempted to show that both sen- 
ators svere right. He gatd ho didn't 
wondei that the Oklahoma senator re- 
sented the ttlea that he was under tho 
control of the aec *etary of the Interior. 
His remarks brought the senate Into a 
better humor and laughter displaced 
the stt ained state of mind that had 
prevail 3d.
